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REMARKS 

The approval of the drawing correction filed on July 18, 2005 is gratefully 
acknowledged. 

By the present Amendment, the Abstract has been amended in response to the objection 
made in the Office Action. The amendments to the Abstract include mentioning of the method 
for forming the helical winding by drivingly connecting the chain links to the driving device. 
The hyphen that the Examiner sees as being part of the title is one of the hyphens that were used, 
two at the beginning and two at the end, to indicate the beginning and end of an insertion in an 
amendment. In this instance, the second hyphen at the end of the insertion did not fit into the 
same line as the first hyphen, but instead printed on the next line. 

In response to the continuing rejection of claims 1-49 under 35 USC 1 12, claims 1, 4 and 
12 have been further amended for greater definiteness. More specifically, in claim 1, the first 
step has been amended to recite providing the plurality of chain links, and the axial advancement 
of the chain links in the winding guide to form the helical winding has been moved to a separate 
step for operating the driving device. In claim 4, the wording has been made more consistent by 
the use of the qualification "additional" for the plurality of chain links and the winding guide 
means, as well as the spindle member, to clarify that each of these entities is in addition to the at 
least one corresponding entity in claim 1. Claim 12 has been reworded for better consistency 
with claim 1 . 

It is believed that the present Amendment places the application in condition for 
allowance.
